Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  section  24,  and  chapter  6,  section  8,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  for  the  year  commencing  January  1,  1950,  and  ended 
December  31,  1950,  together  with  miscellaneous  financial  tables  and  statistics. 

The  following  comments  are  made  in  connection  with  the  outstanding  changes  in  financial 
conditions  which  took  place  during  1950. 

Cash  Operations 

The  accounts  and  records  for  the  j^ear  1950,  when  closed,  indicated  that  actual  expenditures 
for  ordinary  maintenance  and  operation  requirements  exceeded  the  total  of  tax  and  ordinary  revenue 
receipts  by  $4,623,341.11.  As  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2,  where  the  various  elements  contributing  to 
this  operating  deficit  are  shown,  the  most  important  factor  was  a  reduction  of  roughly  $3,000,000.00 
in  the  amount  of  actual  payments  received  from  the  State  as  compared  with  the  original  estimates 
certified  to  the  Assessors  and  used  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate.

As  indicated  in  Schedule  E-2,  funded  debt  totaling  $9,000,000.00  was  issued  in  1950  for  six 
objects  or  purposes.  At  the  same  time,  payments  on  outstanding  debt  totaling  $14,560,000.00  were 
made  under  thirty  headings.  Of  the  debt  issued,  $5,500,000.00  covered  projects  involving  Permanent 
Housing  for  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  construction  of  public  ways.  In  addition,  $1,000,000.00 
was  issued  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  viaduct  which  will  join  the  mainland  and  Long 
Island  on  which  the  hospital  for  chronic  diseases  is  located. 


Departmental  Maintenance  Expenditures 

Departmental  expenditures  chargeable  to  budget  appropriations  during  1950  totaled 
$111,833,951.24,  an  increase  of  $5,582,846.72  over  similar  expenditures  in  1949.  The  following  table 
reflects  a  two-year  comparison  of  budget  expenditures:

The  principal  factors  contributing  to  increased  departmental  maintenance  expenditures  are 
as  follows: 

1.  Full  year  cost  of  general  salary  increases  to  city,  school  and  county  employees 
granted  July  1,  1949,  and,  therefore,  effective  in  that  year  for  only  six  months. 

2.  Increase  in  number  of  cases  being  aided  by  the  PubHc  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services 
Departments. 

3.  Increased  costs  for  supplies  due  to  inflationary  spiral. 

Miscellaneous  Operations 

Water  service  receipts  during  1950  exceeded  expenditures  by  $320,072.61.  This  surplus  will 
be  applied  in  1951,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  324  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  to  the  pay- 
ment of  outstanding  debt  of  the  city,  thus  reducing  in  a  like  amount  the  burden  on  the  taxpayers  in 
the  current  year  for  debt  redemption. 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  December  31,  1950,  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  was  operated  at 
a  profit  of  $565,966.64.  These  excess  receipts  will  be  paid  over  to  the  Sinking  Funds  Commission 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  361  of  the  Acts  of  1945  to  be  used  for  the  ultimate  redemption  of  Traffic 
Tunnel  Retirement  bonds. 

On  December  31,  1950,  collections  of  1950  taxes  represented  90.825  per  cent  of  the  total  levy, 
which  is  the  best  collection  record  recorded  in  recent  years. 

Conclusion 

During  the  fiscal  year  1950,  all  known  obligations  of  the  city  were  either  paid  in  full  or  adequate 
reserves  were  established  to  provide  for  their  ultimate  payment.  All  funded  and  temporary  debt 
obhgations  were  paid  as  they  matured.  Interest  payments  on  all  forms  of  outstanding  debt  were 
promptly  made. 

The  form  of  this  report  follows  closely  that  recommended  by  the  National  Committee  on 
Municipal  Accounting.     Under  the  present  accounting  procedure  of  the  city,  accounts  are  maintained 
on  a  modified  accrual  basis.     Taxes  and  accounts  receivable  are  accrued  for  balance  sheet  and  control  l 
purposes  but  are  not  reflected  in  the  receipts  of  the  city  until  collected.  I
